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DETAILED ACTION 


Response to Petition 

This Office Action is in response to Technology Center Director's decision to withdraw 
the allowance, thereby, in response applicant's amendment filed on August 11, 2003. Claims 
1 1,14, 17, 19, and 20 have been amended. Claims 1-10 and 31-36 are newly discovered claims. 
Claims 37-41 are newly added claims. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 1 is objected to because the last limitation recites, "at least one sensing element 
supported on the tissue coagulation body proximal to the inflatable tissue coagulation body" 
appears contradictory since it states the sensing element is supported on the coagulation body 
and the proximal to the coagulation body. It appears the sensing element should be supported on 
the elongated body proximal to the coagulation body. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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Claims 1 1-30 and 37-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Swanson et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,076,012). Swanson et al discloses a catheter assembly 
comprising an elongated, flexible support structure having an axis. The assembly also includes 
an elongated porous electrode assembly carried by the support structure along the axis for 
contact with tissue. The elongated porous electrode assembly comprises a wall having an 
exterior peripherally surrounding an interior area, a lumen to convey a medium contains ions into 
the interior area, and an element coupling the medium within the interior area to a source of 
electrical energy. Figure 1-3 illustrating a probe (10) that includes a structure (20) carrying 
multiple electrode elements (28), a catheter tube (12) carried by a sheath (26) and the catheter 
tube (12) with a distal end (14) and a proximal end (16). Figure 3A illustrating the structure 
(20) carrying at least two temperature sensing elements (540) and they can comprise a 
thermistors or thermocouples.
